Let us descend the mine. 
An old man pre­ 
cede* us, carrying a burning candle. 
A few 
steps, and daylight disappears, there is u 
marked change ir. the atmosphere, and the 
only thing one seems certain about is that he 
is rapidly going down. 
This under-ground 
descent, unlike a moral decline, has no glit­ 
tering attractions to gently lure one on. One 
feels constantly like turning back, for he can 
see nothing save the guide and the lantern, 
nor can he hear anything but the faint echo 
of coal and dirt crushing underneath bis 
tread. 
The descent is winding, and occa­ 
sionally ouo can recogniie above and upon 
either side of him black, glistening rock. 
As 
the journey proceeds, the air thickens. 
One 
cannot help feeling an uncomfortable sensa­ 
tion ; 
the atmosphere grows thicker and 
thicker, and the heat increases at every step, 
until It seems that one is surrounded by blue­ 
ing furnaces. 
The perspiration starts from 
the pores, and the current of air constantly 
pouring in from outside appears to be caught 
and subdued by that dreadful heat which al­ 
most stifles you. 
There is no let-up to it; no 
relief; but, each and every moment,one seems 
to bu surely and Inevitably approaching hell 
Suddenly there falls upon the air a peculiar 
noise, like the muttering of infernal spirits, 
away down in the deepest depths. Still on,and 
these mutterings increase to a mighty roar, 
until by and by one eau detect a so und as if 
made by falling waters, which gains and in­ 
creases on the ear. 
The old guide continues 
slowly on the way; clouds of smoke envelop 
our heads, until the cavern, taking a peculiar 
curve, briuga us under a mighty orch, the 
floors and sides of which seems to be a mass 
of hissing, crackling flames. 
The distance is 
between 200 and 300 feet underground. The fire 
extends over this immense area of 1,200 yards, 
dread and appalling but indescribably beauti­ 
ful.

They 
•pend each but a few hours, for so intense is 
Hie heat that new men must come very fre­ 
quently to their relief. 
As it is, searcely a 
day passes during which some poor fellow 
does not yield and bo carried out insensible.— 
It must be an awful life to lead, aud awful, 
indeed, the circumstances which compel so 
many to endure it. 
From the outside of the 
mlue run down to those dreary depths large 
iron pipes filled with volumes of water.—- 
When they reach a certain point below they 
divide into other pipes and smaller capacity, 
to each of which are connected large pieces 
of hose. 
With these hose the men attack the 
fire at the edges with the hope that they may 
extinguish it inch by inch. 
It is a slow and 
painful work, and a process that to the ob­ 
server appears hopeless of any future success. 
Contemplate it. 
A fire larger than any you 
have ever seen, uot formed of timber or of 
loose combustible material, but of solid rock. 
It extends over 1,200 yards and represents 
millions of dollars’ worth of coal. Tho arches 
above it, tho avenues leading from it, fraught 
with poisonous gases, stifling to the senses 
and ruinous to the health—a mighty confla­ 
gration, to be fought with water inch by inch 
for years'and years to come; for, while its 
edges may be cooled its roaring center is 
gradually finding its way downward, no one 
knows to what uuheard-of depth.

One 
feels constantly like turning back, for he can 
see nothing save the guide and the lantern, 
nor can he hear anything but the faint echo 
of coal and dirt crushing underneath bis 
tread. 
The descent is winding, and occa­ 
sionally one can recognise above and upon 
either side of him black, glistening rock. 
As 
the journey proceeds, the air thickens. 
One 
cannot help feeling an uncomfortable sensa­ 
tion ; 
the atmosphere grows thicker and 
thicker, and the heat increases at every step, 
until it seems that one is surrounded by blaz­ 
ing furuaces. 
The persplratiou starts from 
the pores, and the current of air constantly 
pouring in from outside appears to be caught 
and subdued by that dreadful heat which al­ 
most stifles you. 
There is d o let-up to it; no 
relief; but, each and every moment,one seems 
to be surely and inevitably approaching helL 
Suddenly ttiere falls upon the air a peculiar 
noise, like the muttering of infernal Spirits, 
away down in the deepest depths. Still on,aud 
these mutterings increase to a mighty roar, 
until by aud by one can detect a so und as if 
made by falling waters, which gains and in­ 
creases on the ear. 
The old guide continues 
slowly on the way; clouds of smoke envelop 
our heads, until the cavern, taking a peculiar 
curve, brings us under a mighty arch, the 
floors and sides of which seems to be a mass 
of hissing, crackling flames. 
The distance is 
bet ween 200 and 300 feet underground. The Are 
extends over this immense area of 1,200 yards, 
dread and appalling but indescribably beauti­ 
ful. 
It looks like an immense sea of glitter­ 
ing gold, across the heaving breast of which 
pass aud repass the softest and richest com­ 
binations of colors; blue, purple, green,crim­ 
son, mingling and intermingling. 
There are 
human beings there who have spent many 
months in fighting this flre, and who will 
spend many months yet to come. 
They are 
terrible looking creatures, with besmeared 
faces and rough, blackened forms. 
They 
spend each but a few hours, for so intense is 
the heat that new men must come very fre­ 
quently to their relief. 
As it is, scarcely a 
day passes during which some poor fellow 
does not yield and bo carried out insensible.— 
It must be an awful life to lead, aud awful, 
indeed, the circumstances which compel so 
many to endure it. 
From the outside of the 
miue run down to those dreary depths large 
iron pipes filled with volumes of water.— 
When they reach a certain point below they 
divide into other pipes and smaller capacity, 
to each of which are connected large pieces 
of hose. 
With these hose the men attack the 
flre at the edges with the hope that they may 
extinguish it inch by inch. 
It i3 a slow and 
painful work, and a process that to the ob­ 
server appears hopeless or any future success. 
Contemplate it. 
A flre larger than any you 
have ever seen, not formed of timber or of 
loose combustible material, but of solid rock. 
It extends over 1,200 yards and represents 
millions of dollars’ worth of coal. The arches 
above it, the avenues leading from it, fraught 
with poisonous gases, stifling to the senses 
and ruinous to the health—a mighty confla- 
ration, to be fought with water inch by inch 
for years aud years to come; for, while its 
edges may he cooled its roaring center is 
radually finding its way downward, no one 
knows to what unheard-of depth.

PARTICULARS OF THE EUROPE DISASTER. 


New York, April 13.—The steamer Greece, 
from Liverpool March 25 with twenty-eight 
cabin and 524 steerage passengers, and thirty- 
seven cabin and 182 steerage passengers of 
the steam er Europe, arrived this evening. 
She reports A pril 2d, lat. 48 21 
m id., Ion. 
30 dog. 03 min. 
at 1 1 a. m. sighted a large* 
steam er to southw ard bound west. 
A t 4 p. 


m. slie cam e quite near, showing signals of 
distress. 
We bore down and found her to be 
the French steam er Europe from H avre for 
New York in a sinking condition and wishing 
us to seud our boats and assistance in getting 
of! passengers and crew. 
We Immediately 
lowered Nos. 6 and 8 boats and sent them 
awny in charge of Mr. Buck, chief ofllcer and 
Mr. H ubbard, second officer, 
and with (tie 
assistance of tile French boats saved all on 
lioard w ithout any 
serious 
accident, 
al­ 
though 
there 
was 
a m ountainous 
sea 
and 
both 
steam ers 
were 
rolling 
very heavily. 
Wo also succeeded in saving 
Hie mails. 
At 6 p. m C aptain B onaire cam* 
on board with his officers and reported that 
his ship had sprunk leak a in the engine room 
and th at he did uot consider it safe to pro­ 
ceed in lier.

The Western Railroad Fight. 
The new railroad laws of W isconsin go into 
eOTucton the Isl of May. 
Their operation will 
be w atched with interest, as they are the re­ 
sult of great agitation on the part of the peo­ 
ple and represent to a large degree their w ish­ 
es. 
But to put an idea into a practical bit of 
law is a difficult problem ; it rem ains to be 
seeu w hether the W isconsin G rangers have 
succeeded. 
We confess the chances of the 
light are with the railroad. 
The bottle will 
be a fierce one. a* the railroads are getting 
ready for the fray. 
The law im poses a pen­ 
alty upon the agent who refuses to sell a 
ticket or take any freight at the legal rates. 
but the railroad people say if the ticket agent 
is prosecuted they will close the ticket office 
and if Hie freight agent is hauled before the 
courts they will close Hie freight office an d ­ 
ron by the place, refusing to take any freight. 
This style of fighting is practically invincible, 
for the public m ust have transportation, and 
nobody can do w ithout a railroad who has 
once becom e accustom ed to if. 
Bat our good wishes are with Hie public, 
notw ithstanding we fail to see very clearly 
m any chances of success. 
The com panies do 
not deceive m any when they claim their rates 
should be high enough to bring them reason­ 
able dividends on their stock after paying in­ 
terest on bonds. 
Tim public know much to 
their sorrow that twtli have been so sham e­ 
fully watered th at to dem and dividends of 
more than three per cent, upon their distorted 
proportions is lo ask far more lim n reasonable 
interest,

SENATE. 


W ashing to n, April 13. 


Mr. CARPENTER asked that bi* Louisiana 
bill be marie a special order for to-morrow 
after the expiration of the m orning hour. 
The motion gave rise to g warm discussion, 
Sherm an of Ohio, West of Louisiana aud Mor­ 
ton opposing any legislation whatever on th* 
Louisiana question and C arpenter. Saulabury 
aud Tipton urging the necessity of some such 
m easure os the proposed bill. 
Finally Capon­ 
ier gave notice th a t to-m orrow, a t the expira­ 
tion of Hie m orning hour, be would ask the 
Senate lo take up the bill. 
The Senate than resumed consideration of 
Hie territorial railroad bill aud after some fur­ 
ther am endm ents it wa* read for Hie third 
time aud passed—yea* 20, nay* 18. 
The Senate concurred in the 'H ouse am end­ 
ment to the bill to authorize alien* to a ct a* 
engineers and pilots, which provides th at they 
shall have previously resided six mouth* w ith­ 
in the^U nited States. 
The Senate went into executive session and 
at 5:10 p. m. adjourned. 


HOUSE. 


The bill for the free exchange of newspaper* 
between publishers end free transm ission 
by 
mail of new*pa;>ers within the county of pub­ 
lication was taken up aud passed under a sus­ 
pension of the rules—yea* 178, nays 41. 
Mr. STONE of Missouri moved to suspend 
the rules and udopt the resolution reciting 
gross abuses and irregularities in the letting 
of mail contracts aud providing for an inves­ 
tigation thereof. 
The motion to suspend the rule* was not 
seconded by a m ajority and the resolution 
was not entertained. 


Mr. BECK of K entucky called attention to 
the fact th at every D em ocratic m em ber voted 
iu Hie affirmative and every Republican m em­ 
ber in the negative. 
Mr. STOW ELL of Virginia, a mem ber of 
the Post Office Committee, said that Stone 
had bad an opportunity of m aking his proof 


before 
the com m ittee and the com m ittee 
would give him a hearing lo-morruw. 
Mr. PACKER of Pennsylvania, Chairm an 
of the com m ittee, m ade a like statem ent, and 
saki th at if tho pream ble was struck out there 
was no objection to the resolution. 
Mr. PA G E of California rem arked Hint a 
statem ent had been sent to Hie A ssociated 
Press In Californio, a t Hie instigation of bis 
colleague (L aurel!), that this investigation 
had been going on for weeks. 
Mr. LUTTRELL of California, (excitedly) 
—I know npthing about it and you have no 
authority for asserting it. 
You are very sen­ 
sitive on tills question. 
Mr. PAGE staled that over two weeks ago 
his colleague (Luttrell) went before the Post 
Office Committee, m aking certain charges, 
and was requested by the com m ittee to sub­ 
mit his charges iii w riting and to sign them. 
Ile hud come at different tim es and after­ 
wards, when there was no quorum present, 
and then telegram s were sent to California 
statin g that Air. Luttrell was endeavoring to 
get up this investigation, but could not get 
it, a statem ent which was wholly false. 
Mr. LU TTRELL—No, sir! 
It was true. 
My colleague is very sensitive. I stated to him 
and stated to the com m ittee th at serious charg­ 
es had been preferred in regard to certain 
post office transactions; that I wasn’t disposed 
lo im plicate the Postm aster General, but there 
had boun a post office ring formed which wa* 
defrauding tho governm ent and had defraud­ 
ed it to the am ount of hundreds of thousand* 
of dollar*. 
I afterw ards went before the com ­ 
m ittee as agreed to, but my colleague did not 
appear and there was no quorum . 
I make 
these charges on authority of Hie very best 
meu in New York State, 
Republicans who 
would be asham ed of their representatives 
here to-day. 
I do not come here with Leland 
Stanford’s collar around my neck, labelled as 
a tool of monopoly, 
f come a* a representa­ 
tive of workmen. 
Here there were loud calls for “question,” 
and “ regular order,” while P age and Luttrell 
were gesticulating ut the sam e tim e and each 
endeavoring to m ake himself hoard. 
There 
waa hardly a member in the House occupying 
a seat; all wore standing up In the aisle (rout­ 
ing the Speaker’s Chair and Hic noise and con­ 
fusion prevented any thing being said or done 
in order. 
At length Hic Speaker m anaged to 
have order restored by requiring all the mem­ 
bers to resum e their seats. 
Mr. TYNER, a m em ber of the Post Office 
Com m ittee in the last and present Congress, 
explained that all Hie charges contained in 
S tone’s pream ble had 
been before Hie com ­ 
m ittee last Congress nnd had been fully inves­ 
tigated. and that while the result showed that 
the departm ent had been victimized by a sys­ 
tem known as straw bids, no official connected 
with the departm ent had been at nil im plicat­ 
ed. 
Mr. RANDALL of Pennsylvania, 
also a 
mem ber of tim Post Office Com m ittee iii Hic 
la*t and present Congress, diliered somewhat 
from Tyner'* conclusions a* to tho result of the 
invsstigatlon last Congress. Mr. PAGE of Cali­ 
fornia returned to Hie charge and road a dis­ 
patch published in the Sacram ento Union, 
which lie said wa* instigated by Ina colleague 
(L uttrell) aud which m ade statem ent* that 
ware not true. 
Hi* colleague had been re­ 
quired by the com m ittee to subm it Ids charges 
in w riting and to sign them and lie had re­ 
fused to sign them. 
Mr. LUTTRELL, to Mr. Page -A re you not 
a contractor yourself, sir? 
Mr. P A G E —Yes. sir; I ani and h av en light 
to Im. 
(Sneer* and laughter on the Demo­ 
cratic side.)

Brooklyn continues to astonish the world 
with attractive novelties in the rascality line. 
The latest is the discovery of the robbery of 
the gas company. 
On general principles, 
perhaps, the stealing from a gas company 
will not strike people as an enormous sin, yet 
the ingenuity of the rob,bers shows an adept­ 
ness in wickedness that could only exist in 
Brooklyn. 


Of all tempests in a tea-pot that municipal 
election in Albany is the worst. 
For a week 
past the torrents of invective and denuncia­ 
tion that have poured forth from the Argus 
and Journal has been enough to convince a 
.disinterested spectator that if Sodom’s te3t 
wa3 applied to the old Knickerbocker town 
the necessary ten men couldn’t be found. The 
good people—if there are any there—of that 
city should be thankful that to-day ends the 
row. 


The return of President Watson will give 
us more light on the Erie Railway matter. 
Auditor Dunan is said to be a reputable man, 
but there are numerous indications that he, 
Jay Gould and 0. P. Archer are operating to­ 
gether, with the probability that the main ob­ 
ject of the present attack is to throw the 
road into the bands of a receiver. 
That Sus 
qdehanna strike was too opportune to have 
been entirely accidental. 
We iuclino to think 
the full truth will show Watsou to be strug­ 
gling for the best interests of the road. 


Massachusetts is making such hard work of 
electing one seuator that her worst enemy 
could hardly have the heart to ask her to set 
about choosing still another. 
Yet the pros­ 
pect is very strong for just that, as Senator 
Boutwell’s hold upon the office is very slight. 
His illness has come to be considered serious, 
and the old Bay State may have to stop tier 
squabbling legislators in their balloting mati- 
uees, to receive the body of her other Sena­ 
tor. 
There will be, however, no national 
mourning in liayti, nor eveu in this country’, 
over this Senator.

the free. 
We are glad to 
learn that the 
Academy of Medicine, to whom the experi 
mentor reported, “criticised” this humane per 
formance. 
It shows, as Mr. Wittiterly said oí 
Mrs. W., that they had souls, 
though we 
won’t express any opinion as ta their size. 


We cannot commend Mayor Havemeyer for 
ranch sense in his main argument against the 
East River bridge. 
There is a natural reluct 
since in the minds of honest men like Have 
rueyer to put more money ¡uto a concern on 
which millions have already been expended in 
greater part for the ouricbment of ring thieves 
arid plundering politicians; but the Mayor 
should not allow these considerations to blind 
him as to the real merits of the enterprise 
The ferry-boat, as a means of connnuuicatiou 
between two such immense cities as New York 
and Brooklyn, so closely connected as to be 
practically one but for that narrow river, is alto 
gither too antediluvian. 
A metropolis needs 
an uninterruptible communication with its 
suburbs, and especially with its chief one, 
and only a bridge can give it. 
The Mayor’s 
argument that it cannot be built is a reflection 
upon Yankee ingenuity and pluck not war­ 
ranted by the brilliant record of achievements 
already registered by our engineers. 
There is 
uo suen word as fail in the Yankee’s lexicon. 


T h e W estern R a ilro a d F igh t. 
The new railroad laws of Wisconsin go into 
effect on the 1st of May. 
Their operation will 
be watched with interest, as they are the re­ 
sult of great agitation on the part of the peo­ 
ple and represent to a large degree their wish­ 
es. 
But to put an idea into a practical bit of 
law is a difficult problem; it remains to be 
seen whether the Wisconsin Grangers have 
succeeded. 
We confess the chances of the 
fight are with the railroad. 
The battle will 
be a fierce one, as the railroads are getting 
ready for the fray. 
The law imposes a pen­ 
alty upon the agent who refuses to sell a 
ticket or take any freight at the legal rates, 
but the railroad people say if the ticket agent 
is prosecuted they will close the ticket office 
and if the freight agent is hauled before the 
courts they will close the freight office and 
run by the place, refusing to take any freight. 
This style of fighting is practically invincible, 
for the public must have transportation, and 
nobody can do without a railroad who has 
once become accustomed to it. 
But our good wishes are with the public, 
notwithstanding we fail to see very clearly 
many chances of success. 
Tiie companies do 
not deceive many when they claim their rates 
should be high enough to bring them reason­ 
able dividends on their stock after paying in­ 
terest on bonds. 
The public know much to 
their sorrow that botli have been so shame 
fully watered that to demand dividends of 
more than three per cent, upon their distorted 
proportions is to ask far more than reasonable 
interest, 
But that problem must be solved 
somehow. 
The present law in Wisconsin will 
probably prove inoperative, but the tight will 
probably result in the discovery of a more 
efficient and practical measure. 


V U l l R E H T T O r i C S . 


One gratifyiug fact has been made public 
by the eight-hour agitation in Now York. 
In 
opposition to the master mechanics’ action 
in proposing to return to the ten-liour system 
in May, the Grand Master of the Bricklayers 
presents some statistics from which it ap­ 
pears since the eight-hour system was adopt­ 
ed there was au increase of 45 per cent, in 
the 
attendance 
upou the 
night-schools 
in the city, all of which Increase could be 
shown to be composed of workingmen. 
This 
shows a commendable desire for improvement. 
But they make an important error when they 
consider the question whether they shall have 
time to employ iu this way to be one for tiie 
decision of employ ers. 
It is a matter they 
must decide themselves, and whether they 
can afiord it or not ¡3 what must determine. 
No employer can pay as much for eight as for 
ten hours’ work, unless labor is temporarily 
so scarce as to warrant an increase of wages. 
It would undoubtedly be better if the whole 
body of mechanics and laboring men worked 
only eight hours a day, but they must not ex­ 
pect ten hours' pay for eight hours’ work. 


There is no suspense more agouizing than 
that of waltiug for tidings of a ship overdue. 
The knowledge that she may Wave gone to the 
bottom, with all on board, the dreary pictures 
that will arise before the perturbed imagina­ 
tion of fire and shipwreck, all the horrors that 
memory rectflls or intelligence realizes as pos­ 
sible—all these, how they torment and terrify 
the souls of those who anxiously watch and 
wait for news of the vessel that is. due but 
comes not. 
Again and again these scenes 
have been repeated, sometimes with an ending 
that dissipated all fear, and crowned the ago­ 
ny of waiting with the joy of meeting loved 
onos mourned perhaps as lost; sometimes 
with the terrible finale that made more than 
real all the horrors that had been imagined, 
and sometimes losing eyes have grown weary 
of w a g in g , the light of life has gone out, 
and toe mystery of the vessel’s absence was 
only solved when all things were revealed in 
the great Beyond. 
The steamer Greece, laden 
with her own passengers and tio se o f the 
foundered Europe, six days overdue, has just 
arrived. 
Let us imagine and sympathize 
with the joy of those whose weary waiting has 
had so happy an end.

T H E GOVERNMENT P R IN T E R . 


Report of tiie In v e stig a tin g C om m it 
tec. 


W a sh in g t o n, April 13.—The Senate Com 
mittee on Printing reported to-day on the 
charges preferred by a committee of employ 
ing printers of Washington against Cougre3 
sional printer Clapp. 
These resolutions were 
four in number, charging that the work is 
done at the government printing office at an 
extravagant and exorbitant cost to the gov 
ernment; tiiat printing is done there for the 
Supreme Court and Court of Claims without 
warrant of law; that the publication of the 
Patent Office Gazette also at one dollar per 
year as an outrage on all propriety, and that 
the practice of printing pamphlets of the 
speeches of members of Congress is in con 
travention of everything that has the name or 
similitude of justice or light. 
The committee review these charges sen 
atirn and show that no printing is executed 
at the goverament printing office except in 
accordance with law; that the work is well 
done; that the Patent Office Gazette is pub 
lislied iu accordance with law, which fixe3 its 
price at not less than five dollars per annum 
and that it is issued only at that price, aud 
that speeches printed for members of Congress 
are taken from the Record and printed by 
authority of law at tiie cost price of labor aud 
material, with the addition of Í0 per cent 
The 
committee in 
conclusion discuss the 
prices paid for labor at the government print 
ing office and find them exorbitant, but say 
this is owing to the edicts of the Printers 
Union and the law of Congress making eight 
hours a day’s work. 
In connection with this report the commit 
tee presented a bill proposing to fix the prices 
to bo paid for labor at the government print 
ing office at the average prices paid for sirni 
lar work at New York, Philadelphia and Bal 
timore, authorizing the government printer to 
contract for work when he deems this course 
expedient aud prohibiting in future the print 
ing of Supreme Court and Court of Claims 
records unless the United States is a party 
thereto.

PARTICULARS OF THE EUROPE DISASTER. 
New York, April 13.—The steamer Greece, 
from Liverpool March 25 with twenty-eight 
cabin and 524 steerage passengers, and thirty- 
seven cabin and 182 steerage passengers of 
the steamer Europe, arrived th ¡3 evening. 
She reports April 2d, lat. 48 21 mio., Ion. 
30 deg. 03 min. 
at 11 a . m. sighted a large* 
steamer to southward bound west. 
At 4 p. 


m. she came quite near, showing signuls of 
distress. 
We bore down and found her to be 
the French steamer Europe from Havre for 
New York in a sinking condition and wishing 
us to send our boats and assistance in getting 
oil passengers and crew. 
We Immediately 
lowered No3. 6 and 8 boats and sent them 
away in charge of Mr. Buck, chief officer and 
Mr. Hubbard, second officer, 
and with the 
assistance of the French boats saved all on 
board without any 
serious 
accident, 
al­ 
though 
there 
was 
a mountainous sea 
and 
both 
steamers 
were 
rolling 
very heavily. 
Wo also succeeded in saving 
the mails. 
At 6 p. m Captain Semaire came 
on board with his officers and reported that 
his ship Imd sprunk leak a in the engine room 
and that he did uot consider it safe to pro­ 
ceed in her. 
-\t 6:30 p. m. Mr. Buck, chief 
officer, and William Douglas, chief engineer of 
the Greece, went on board the Europe and ex­ 
amined her. 
On their return they reported 
about sewn feet of water in the engine room 
aud they could uot discover any water in any 
other part of the ship. 
The Greece lay by the 
Europe all night and at five o’clock next 
morning Mr. Buck and Mr. Douglas again 
went on board the Europe for a further exam­ 
ination and upon their 
return 
reported 
about eight feet of water in the engiue room, 
and that although they sounded all the other 
compartments they .could not discover auv 
more water and gave their opinion that the 
ship could be easily taken to port. 
Mr. 
Buck and Mr. Webber, fourth officer, immedi 
ntely volunteered to take charge of the ship 
and with Dr. Maguire and twenty-two men 
went on board of the Europe. 
The Greeco 
stood by until noon to see if she could render 
any further assistance and after seeing sail 
made on the Europe left her in lat. 47 de 
48 min., Ion. 30 deg. 49 min., with her head 
pointiug southeast and a strong westerly 
breeze blowing. 
Captain Lemaire of the Europe savs the 
ship scraped on rocks iu Havre Harbor, but he 
thought she was uninjured. 
No water was 
made until the third day at sea. 
Tho water 
soon poured iu faster than the pumps could 
discharge it. 
Captain Lemaire also says that 
when the salvage erew left the Greece for the 
Europe lie attempted to get into tiie boat to 
resume control of his vessel, but was pre­ 
vented from going on board. 
He says 
the 
officers 
of the 
steamship 
Greece 
behaved in 
the most infamous 
manner 
toward 
him, 
and 
although 
they 
saved 
the mails and laid twelve hours close to the 
Europe made no attempt to save valuables or 
baggage. 
Capt. Thomas of the Greece de­ 
nies tha^, the French captain was prevented 
from returning to his ship. 
The surgeon of 
the Greece say3 the Frenchmen were in 
pauic; that the two vessels came m collision 
slightly at their item s and the Frenchmen 
rushed for life preservers, which they carried 
for two days afterwards.

Mr. LUTTRELL—No, sir! 
It was true. 
My colleague is very seusitive. I stated to him 
and stated to the committee that serious charg­ 
es had been preferred in regard to certain 
post office transactions; that I wasn’t disposed 
to implicate the Postmaster General, but there 
had been a post office ring formed which was 
defrauding the government and had defraud­ 
ed it to the amount of hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. 
I afterwards went before the com­ 
mittee as agreed to, but my colleague did not 
appear and there was no quorum. 
I make 
these charges on uuthority of the very best 
men in New York State, Republicans who 
would be ashamed of their representatives 
here to-day. 
I do not come here with Leland 
Stanford’s collar around my neck, labelled as 
a tool of monopoly. 
I come as a representa­ 
tive of workmen. 
Here there were loud calls for “question,” 
and “regular order,” while Page and Luttrell 
were gesticulating at the same time and each 
endeavoring to make himself heard. 
There 
waa hardly a member in the House occupyin_ 
a seat; all were standing up in the aisle front­ 
ing the Speaker’s chair and the noise and con­ 
fusion prevented anything being said or done 
in order.

First O pinion of the N ew C hief Ju stice 


W a sh in g t o n, April 13.—The Chief Justice 
delivered his first opinion ou the bench of the 
Supremo Court to-day in a case from Illinois 
touching the right of the state to tax non 
resident national bank shareholders at the 
residence of the bank. 
The right of states to 
levy such tax is affirmed. 
Members of the 
bar who heard the decision and his brethren 
on the bench speak of it in eulogistic terms. 
Reverdy Johnson is complimentary in his re­ 
marks both as to the merits of the opinion 
aud the manner of delivery. The Chief Justice 
delivered his first formal opiuiou considerably 
earlier than the late Chief Justice did.

—A number of young gentlemen from the 
i luntry have been perambulating the streets 
uptown, visiting the diflerent law offices look- 
ing for openings for law students. 
How 
many of them found places where the volumes 
of Kent aud Blaekstone are lying idle on the 
shelves we know not, but generally these 
youths aro bright, promising young men who 
would be an ornam ent to the profession, pro­ 
vided they are able to keep from starvation 
and sorrow. 
We have now only about a doz­ 
en lawyers iu embryo in this city, and as these 
will soon come out full-fledged ifs high time 
some provision was made to OII the vacant 
places.

The above court convened Monday after­ 
noon at 2 o’clock, Judge T. R. Westbrook 
presiding at the opening of the court. 
The 
court-room was crowded with people eager to 
hear the charge to the Grand Jury, and they 
were certainly not disappointed if a clear, for­ 
cible, exhaustive and at limes eloquent state 
ment of the duties of Grand Jurors could sat­ 
isfy them. 
After the names of the members 
of the Grand Jury had been called, and that 
body had been sworn, the Judge arose and 
addressed them as follows: 


CHAROS TO THS ORAND JURY, DELIVERED BY 


HON. T. R. WESTBROOK. 
I trust, gentlemen of the Grand Jury, that 
the frequency with which Grand Juries meet 
aud the frequency et the chargee which are 
given to them have not impressed your minds 
with the belief or thought that your duties 
were merely formal, or that you have no sen 
oua and grave responsibility resting upon you 
As human nature is, and as men are by na­ 
ture and practice, we know that they require 
the restraints of law; and, that tbs law may 
propsriy restrain men from the commission of 
crime, we know that It is im portant that such 
as hare oflended shall be punished by the law 
which they have broken. Without this society 
cannot exist, and without this the peace and 
good order and quiet which are bo essential to 
good government cannot and will not be pre­ 
served. 
And yet, It la im portant in the ad 
ministration of justice that no person should 
be lightly accused—that persons who should 
not be pat upon trial should not be accused; 
and it is equally important that all those who 
deserve prosecution should be accused of crime 
and brought to punishment. The law has wise­ 
ly, gentlemen,for the purpose of meeting these 
two requirements, devised the system of Grand 
Juries. We have borrowed this system from the 
ceuntry from wbleh we hare derived much of 
our law and much of our government, and It is 
a right whish is guaranteed by the Federal 
Constitution, and equally guaranteed by the 
Constitution of this state, that no person, ex­ 
cept in a few specified cases shall be placed ap 
upon trial unless he be accused by a jury of 
his peers of the crime for which bels to be tried. 
You see, gentlemen, that the proper discharge 
of your duties involve* a great deal—a great 
deal to the public and a great deal to your- 
aelres us members of the public. 
You hare 
beeu chosen from the great body of the people 
of this country because it is to be assumed aud 
supposed that you would not without proper 
cause place a man upon trial, nor would yon 
on the oilier hand permit one to eecapo au ac­ 
cusation who ought to be placed upon trial for 
crime. 
A Grand Jury, gentlemen, is composed of 
not less than sixteen persons, nor more than 
twenty-three, and of the number which com­ 
pose your body and which cannot be lees nor 
more than the numbers I bare stated, twelve 
must concur in the finding of the bill. So that 
the theory of our law is that twenty-four men 
shall concur in their Judgment a* to the guilt 
of a person before he can be punished for a 
crime. 
Twelve Grand Jurors must present 
him and when he Is placed upon trial, twelve 
jurors must convict him, thus making twenty- 
four. 
You aro, gentlemen, the accusers of crim e; 
von are the watchmen who are placed by the 
law In your present places to watch over the 
interests of society; to see, on the on* hand, 
that no man shall be oppressed by an improp­ 
er accusation, and to see on the other that no 
mau, no m atter who be may be, shall escape 
a presentation who deserve* it. 
Aud there is 
no difference, gentlemen, In this respect be­ 
tween all classes of men. 
The person who 
occupies tbe loftiest and the most elevated po­ 
sition is anrenablfc to the law. 
Tbe private 
citizen is equally amenable, no less nor no 
more so. The rich must be hold responsible 
if they offend, and the ixx>r likewise. 
You 
are to be no respecter of persons, no respect­ 
er of place. 
All men arc lo stand before you 
upon one great and common level, and you 
a it to judge of each case wbieh comes before 
you, not because tbe man is this or that, but 
because of the nature and the strength of the 
evidence which is brought before you asking 
that be be indicted. 
The oath, gentlemen, which you have taken, 
is, perhaps, tbe very best charge which a 
court could ordinarily make to a Grand Jnry. 
It is a most beautiful and comprehensive sum­ 
mary of all your duty; a summary ie which 
nothing eau be added, and from which noth­ 
ing can be taken. 
That oath requires you lo 
“diligently inquire and true presentment make 
of all such matters as shall bo given yon Ie 
charge.” You are not to be satisfied only to 
pats upon those actions in regard to which 
complaint is made before you, bat you are, in 
the language of your oaths, diligently to t'n- 
quire and true presentment make. 
You come 
(rom diflerent portions of the county that you 
may know what has transpired in your locali­ 
ties; that if yon have heard of any crime hav­ 
ing been committed against the law, you are 
to inquire, and inquire diligently, in regard to 
the alleged ofleuse. 
And your duty as jurors 
is not discharged, nor is your oath complied 
with, if, having heard of a crime in your 
midst, you fail diligently to inquire and true 
presentment make in regard to it. 
All crimes 
are committed to your care, from the lowest 
up to the highest; all crimes committed with­ 
in the body of the county, or within five hun­ 
dred yards of the Bounty line. 
And you are 
to do ibis duty diligently and fearlessly; yon 
are, in the language of your oaths, to “ pre­ 
sent no person from envy, haired or malice, 
and you are to leave no person unpresented 
from fear, favor, aflection, reward or tbe hope 
thereof; but you are to present all things truly 
according to the hest of your understanding.'' 
This is tbe high and solemn duty which de­ 
volves upon you, aud for tbe faithful dis­ 
charge or which you have just taken this pub­ 
lic oath. 
The law requires Hie court, geutle- 
inen, to charge you specially upoa twe or 
three matters, of which I shall now proceed to 
speak. 
You are uot, in tbe first place, to disclose 
the finding of a bill of indictment against a 
persou for a felony who is net in custody, un­ 
til that person shall be in custody. 
Tbe ob­ 
ject of this, of course, is that the person shall 
uot be informed of bls Indictment, and there­ 
fore escape. 
You are lo keep your own counsel in regard 
o what transpires in the Grand Jury room. 
four are not to disclose how you voted, or 
w any member of your body voted upon the 
ding of any bill. 
The design of this is that 
u shall aet with perfect fearlessness, aud 
t no person hereafter can accuse you of 
iug been iustrumental either in procuring 
dictment, or in preventing an indictment 
ag found. 
The law requires that your proceedings shall 
be secret; open ouly to tbe All-eeeing Eye, 
and known only to Him aod to yourselves. 
While tbe District Attorney can be present 
with you in taking evidence; while be is your 
legal adviser; while he may examine witness­ 
es before yon, yet he nor any other person 
than members of your body can be present 
when a vote is taken upon the finding of a 
bill of indictment. 
You should then bs alone, 
and, having duly and carefully weighed th* 
evidence, you are then to decide, and unless 
th# evidence be sufficient to warrant you, if 
yon were upon a petit jury, in finding him 
glilty, you are not to present it. 
It is only 
when the evidence would bs sufficient to ta* 
irjze you, sitting as petit jurors, to Cud a 
dict of guilty can you present a bill. 
You hear evidence only on one side, and 
are not, therefore, lightly to present auy 
on; for it is, arter ail, something of a blot 
on’s character when a Grand Jo- 
resent him, and therefore von will bs 
rut to see that the evidence fully warrants 
cusatlon before you find the biti. 
I 
have V id you heard evidence only on oue 
side; Ckia does not prevent you from making 
further inquiries, or send for other witnesses 
in case you are not satisfied with the evidence 
of the witnesses produced before you. 
On 
the contrary if you think only a partial state­ 
ment of tbe case has been made by tbe wit­ 
nesses prediced; if yon believe anything bas 
been kept back which would make the ease 
more clear; if it be not sufficiently dear, or 
if there be anything kept back which would 
excuse and show that tbe person is not really 
guilty of the offense; in that ease you should 
■end for those witnesses, because your oath 
requires that you should diligently Inquire and 
true presentment make. 
Diligence of course 
means tbe reverse of carelessness; you are to 
do it thoroughly, searchingly, and you are to 
find truthfully, and according to the evidence. 
There are a number of crimes, gentlemen, 
which are no more grave than other offenses, 
perhaps, and yet in regard lo which we are 
specially required to charge you. 
You are to cee whether there have beeu 
any crimes committed agelast the usury laws; 
that is, the law which forbids and makes un­ 
lawful the taking of more than seven per 
cent. Interest upon the loan of money. 
Now, 
in regard to this law, I understand there is a 
great dlflsrence in public sentiment; some 
persons think that this law should be re­ 
if ie d , while others think it should be main* 
twined as it Is. 
With this question or ques­ 
tions, gentlemen, you have nothing to do. 
There stands tbe law for your government 


and for your guidance. 
ll says aud declares 
that tbe taking of more than seven por cent, 
for tbe loan of money is unlawful and a crime; 
no m atter by what disguise it may be covered 
up; no m atter how they may have endeavored 
to throw the veil of secrecy over the transac­ 
tion. 
If, by any device, or by any artifice, a 
person has taken more than seven per cent. 
for tim use of money, that person is a crimi­ 
nal nnd should be indicted by a Grand Jury, 
and should 
be tried, and if found guilty, 
should be punished, and punished exactly as 
the law directs. 
Now, gentlemen, I have 
known this charge to be oftentimes repeated 
it has perhaps been repeated so often that it 
falls upon careless and upon dull ears. 
I say 
upon careless and upon dull ears, because as 
often as I have heard this charge made, daring 
my long practice, I never have known an in­ 
dictment found. 
How is this, gentlemen ? Is 
It not true that more than seven per cent, in­ 
terest is continually and constantly taken ? 
Is it uot true that men are continually, by 
various devices and uqder various pretences 
breaking this law ana offending against this 
statute’ 
If you know of any occasion of this 
kind, or lf any occasions of this kind are 
brought to your attention and your notice, 
you are, in the words of your oath, diligently 
to inquire in regard to it, and true present­ 
ment make. 
The frequency with which this 
crime is committed and the apparent immu­ 
nity from punishment of persons who have 
committed this crime is no protection to tbe 
offense. 
Do your duty as men and as jurors, 
aod see that it be broken up from our midst 
lf it be practiced. 
I am required specially to charge you in re 
gard to tho taking of illegal fees by public 
officers. 
The law provide* compensation for 
public officers, and no officer has a right to 
take more than the amount which the law 
fixes for the compensation, and the taking of 
any more is a crime; a crime against the law; 
a crime which we are required to charge you 
specially concerning, and it is your duty to 
examine and to present if that crime be com­ 
mitted. 
So also in regard to lotteries. 
It is unlaw­ 
ful to conduct a lottery; it is unlawful to dis­ 
pose of articles by lottery, it is unlawful to 
advertise tottery tickets for sale. 
With the 
policy of this law we have nothing to do. 
It 
is enough to know that when the law was 
passed th* practice of dealing in lottery tickets 
was a great evil. 
It was tempting men away 
from their legitimate occupations, and entic­ 
ing them to invest their money in somethin_ 
that was a phantom and a delusion. 
If you 
find that this crime has been committed, you 
ar* to present that person or persons by in­ 
dictment that they may be put upon trial and 
punished, if guilty. 
So,,too, we are specially required to charge 
you in regard to tho excise.law, which is th* 
law regulating the sale and tbe vending of 
intoxicating drinks. 
I am aware that with 
regard to this law, as in regard to the usury 
law, there is a great difference of opinion 
among the people. 
There are some who think 
that there should be no license, and no re­ 
striction upon the sale of ardent spirits or in­ 
toxicating driuks. 
It is enough for us, as jur­ 
ors and courts, to know that wo have a law 
upon this question; a law to govern our con­ 
duct, and a law to govern the conduct of all 
men and all persons. 
You are to indict any 
person who sells liquor without having a li­ 
cense in conformity with the law. 
It is tbe 
policy of the law that tbe traffic in intoxica­ 
ting drinks should be restrained at least, if it 
be not entirely abolished, and you are to fear­ 
lessly present any person who sells liquor 
without having a license for its sale, duly 
granted by the proper authorities. 
Now, In­ 
stances of this kind are very seldom brought 
to the attention of the court,but yet we know, 
as men, that the law is continually tieing bro­ 
ken with almost entire impunity; that intoxi­ 
cating drinks are sold by persons who have no 
right to sell or vend them. 
It is an injustice 
towards those persons who have paid for their 
licenses to sell it, and this community bas an 
interest in repressing, at least, the extent of 
th* sale of intoxicating drinks. 
And so with 
those persons who have licenses: there is very 
much of restraint thrown aronud them, so 
that if the law was enforced la all its stern­ 
ness, aud in all tbe breadth and scone of Its re­ 
quirements, many of the evils of this traffic 
would be repressed, if not entirely done away. 
The law forbids the sale of intoxicating drinks 
to minors. 
Is that law broken? 
You have 
b it to enter tbe m olt of our places where 
liquor is sold and you will see that it I.*. 
The 
law forbids the lain of liquor to drunkards. 
Is it done ? 
lf it is done, gentlemen, to your 
knowledge or to your information, and you 
fail diligently to inquire and true presentment 
make in regard to it, you have failed in th* 
discharge of your duty; you have broken the 
solemn oath you hive taken. 
The law says that no intoxicating drinks 
■ball be sold on Sunday. 
It that requirement 
of tbe statute observed ? 
You know as well 
as I whether it is or not. 
Are those offenses 
against tbe peace and sanctity of tbe Holy 
Day brought to justice? 
If they are not, it is 
the fault of grand juries aud all men who,like 
yourselves, have sworn diligently to inquire 
aod true presentment make in regard to it. 
I 
have been thus clear and explicit u|>on this, 
eetlemen, as upon alt the other branches of 
your duty, that the responsibility may rest 
with yoa. 
This is a law upon our statute 
hocks, made for a wholesome and a wise pur­ 
pose, and whether it has accomplished or has 
failed to accomplish its purpose, is none of our 
coaeern. 
It is enough lo know that it stands 
orepealed u|k»u our books,and you are there­ 
for* required to observe Us requirements, and 
to see to it that that law shall not be brasen 
with impunity and th* vender of intoxicating 
drinks centrary to that law shall not «sc*(re 
the punishment which the law marks out, and 
which, permit me to add, the best interests of 
society require. 
Again, gentlemen, we are specially required 
to charge you in regard to the law which pro­ 
hibits tbe circulation of obscene literature, ll 
is uulawful to sell or to advertise for sale any 
obscene book or picture, or auy means lo 
prevent conception or to produce abortion.— 
Now, gentlemen, this is a salutary statute, 
passed for a wise purpose, tbe wisdom of 
which, lf we reflect oue moment, we cannot 
fall to see. 
We wish that tbe virtues of the 
community may be preserved; that passion 
shall not be fostered aud encouraged by this 
pandering to it, and you will see, gentlemen, 
that if this law bas been broken within tbe 
body of this county that that person shall be 
indicted. 
There is one other important law to which I 
wish to call .your attention, ta d that is the 
law to preserve the purity of the elective fran­ 
chise. 
It is unlawful for a person lo deceive 
another iu regard to hi* vole; It is unlawful 
for a persou to buy another's vote; it is un­ 
lawful for a person te menace another for the 
purpose of compelling his vote; it is unlawful 
to provide money to entertain persons in order 
that their votes may be procored; it is un­ 
lawful to furnish money even to bring voters 
to tbe polls, except tbe sick, the poor and tbe 
infirm; and the only lawful purpose for which 
money can be expended in elections is for con­ 
veyances to carry tbe sick, poor and infirm to 
tbe polis, and for advertisements and for 
printing tickets. 
AU other uses of money for 
the purpose of influencing election*, or th* re­ 
sult thereof, ar* forbidden—strictly, sternly 
and rigidly forbidden; yet, gentlemen, how 
many offenders under this statute have been 
brought to justice? In ordinary life we rec­ 
ognize this as a great and a crying evil. 
We 
talk about the l>*auties of self-government 
and tbs great and tbe important right of cast­ 
ing a vote, and yet how often is the result 
produced, not by th* intelligence and the con­ 
science of the voters, bat by tbe improper nee 
of unlawful means. 
Can republican govern­ 
ment survive if this continues ? Can we hare 
tbe right man in the right place so long ss 
wealth and power can purchase office? Gen­ 
tlemen, the remedy is with you. 
While tbe 
law forbids, its forbidding is of no force nor 
life anless a Grand Jury see to it that this of­ 
fense is brought to justice. 
Its penalties may 
be never so severe; its sanctions may be nev­ 
er so eelemn, they are alt abortive so long as 
Grand Jurors disregard their duties and oaths 
and fail to briug tbe offender to justice. 
I have thus, gentlemen, hastily glanced 
over your duties. 
I trust that you feel their 
importance. 
I trust that you will approach 
your duties with a determination that you will 
fearlessly, honestly, and conscientiously, as iu 
the sight of God, do them and discharge 
them. 
After calling the calendar and hearing a 
few motions the Court adjourned uutil evening,

A B u r g la r y fit T h b h trau tl. 
Sometime during Sunday night tho dry 
goods and furnishing store of Jam es Kerley 
in tbe Hasbrouck block on The Strand, on 
what was formerly the west side of Gardon 
street, was entered by burglars and goods; 
consisting principally of shawls, alpacas, kid 
gloves and jewelry, to the amount of about 
one thousand dollars carried of! by the rob 
ber.?. 
The entrance to tbe store was effected 
through the rear door, a hole hating been cut 
through an upper and lower panel of the door 
sufficiently large to admit a man's arm. 
Across this door, ou the inside, an iron bar 
was fastened by a staple in one end and 
bolt in the other, and when the exact position 
of the bolt was ascertained by the insertion 
of an arm through the hole in the upper panel 
of the door, a hole was bored through the 
wood work alongside the bolt, when it was 
easily backed out; then the lock was forced 
aud the store was ail before the nocturnal and 
burglarious scoundrel* and what ta choose 
the only question. 
Without a doubt the robbers had been In 
tbe store during tbe day time and learned the 
whereabouts of the most valuable goods, for, 
with tho exception of what was taken, goods 
on the shelves were undisturbed. 
The thieves left the store by the way in 
which they entered, carefully closing the door 
behind them, and the first intimation of the 
robbery was given when the store WM open­ 
ed at the tuna! hour on Monday morning. 
Telegrams were sent to New York and vari­ 
ous places along th* river, giving an account 
of the robbery and offering a reward of $100 
for the apprehension of the perpetrators. 
No 
clue was gained as to the thieves until Mr. 
W. II. McElroy of the Rhinecliff Hotel, hap­ 
pened to come to this city to do his market­ 
ing, hearing of the burglary remarked that he 
had noticed two strangers about 
ids hotel 
who were evidently waiting the arrival of a 
train. 
His attention was drawn to the two 
men by the fast of their acting in a singular 
manner. 
It was not noticed by Mr. McElroy 
whether the men embarked on the up or down 
train, but telegrams were immediately sent 
both to up and down river towns giving what 
little information concerning them could be 
obtained. 
Large numbers of persona visited the sceae 
of the burglary and it was the general im­ 
pression the work was that of professional 
cracksmen. 
There must have been at least 
two persons engaged in the job, as one could 
Viol have carried oil “ the swag.” 
There is a night watchman—Ryan—em­ 
ployed by the merchant whose store WB* rob­ 
bed, witli others on the same street, but who 
ever knew of a night watchman iii this city 
arresting any one but some |>oor wretch who 
was helplessly drunk and had no friends ? 
Then a burglar who knows his business 
wouldn't find much difficulty iii eluding the 
vigilance of our night watch, a* was demon­ 
strated by a watchman named Boyd, who is 
employed about where the affair took place, 
going into Kerley's store on Monday morning 
and informing him that about 2 o’clock that 
morning lie saw two men come out of Jansen 
Hasbrouck'* gale and go down Garden street, 
but he didn’t have anything lo say to them. 
Now that is exactly where the burglars are 
supposed to have gone in to get to the rear 
door of Kerley's store, and after attending to 
their little job it is where they would n a ta n t­ 
ly seek to gain tbe street, as the grounds are 
everywhere else surrounded by a high fence or 
banding*. 
Nothing further has I we u learn ■ I regard- 
i ig the affair.

—Dark nights are here again, and skittish 
young men are carrying arsenals of revolvers, 
etc., in the breast pockets of their pantaloons.

Evidently the horse market is inflated. 
—Tlie robbery on Sunday night created a 
wave of excitement. 
More pistols were sold 
on Monday than ou any one day in a long 
while, and now we are expecting a large crap 
of items headed “accidentally shot.” 
—The handsome trees that were wont to do 
so excellent a duty in shading Wiltwyck Cem­ 
etery during the sum m erjnonths have been 
pretty nearly all cut down. 
So the cemetery 
will be fairly blistered with heat during the 
hot weather. 
—A public subscription should be started 
for a sidewalk along the Canal Company’s 
property to its retail office. 
The company is 
too poor to defray the necessary expense, and 
Ilondouters were never slow in helping along 
a needy party. 
—The housps and fences on Greenkill ave­ 
nue are painted with the most curious medley 
of colors, covering about all the varieties 
known.

C IR C U IT C O U R T APT» C O U R T OF 
O Y E R A N D T E R M IN E R . 


J u d g e T . R W u t b r e o k P r e sid in g . 
The above court convened Monday after­ 
noon at 2 o’clock, Judge T. R. Westbrook 
presiding at the opening of the court. 
The 
court-room was crowded with people eager to 
hear the charge to the Grand Jury, and they 
were certainly not disappointed if a clear, for­ 
cible, exhaustive and at times eloquent state­ 
ment of the duties of Grand Jurors could sat­ 
isfy them. 
After the names of the members 
of the Grand Jnry had been called, and that 
body had been sworn, the Judge arose and 
addressed them as follows: 


CHARGE TO THE GRAND JUST, DELIVERED BV 
HON. T. R. WESTBROOK. 
I trust, gentlemeu of th* Grand Jury, that 
the frequency with which Grand Juries meet 
and the frequency ef the charges which are 
givon to them have not impressed your minds 
with the belief or thought that your duties 
were merely formal, or that you have no seri­ 
ous and grave responsibility resting upon you. 
As human nature is, and as men are by na­ 
ture and practice, we know that they require 
the restraints of law; and, that the law may 
properly restrain men from the commission of 
crime, w* know that it is important that such 
as hare ollended shall be punished by the law 
which they have broken. Without this society 
cannot exist, and without this th* peace and 
good order and quiet which are so esseutlai to 
good government cannot and will not be pre­ 
served. 
And yet, it is im portant in the ad­ 
ministration of justice that no person should 
be lightly accused—that persons who should 
not be put upon trial should not be accused; 
and it is equally important that all those who 
deserve prosecution should be accused of crime 
and brought to punishment. The law has wise­ 
ly, gentlemen,for the purpose of meeting these 
two requirements, devised the system of Grand 
Juries. We have borrowed this system from the 
country from which we have derived much of 
our law and much of our government, and it is 
a right which is guaranteed by the Federal 
Constitution, and equally guaranteed by the 
Constitution of this state, that no person, ex­ 
cept in a few specified cases shall bo placed up- 
upon trial unless he be accused by a jury of 
his peers of the crime for which toe is to be tried. 
You see, gentlemen, that the proper discharge 
of your duties involves a groat deal—a great 
deal to the public and a great deal to your- 
selrea as members of th* public. 
You have 
been ehosen from the great body of the people 
of this country because it ia to be aasuméd and 
supposed that you would not without proper 
cause place a man upon trial, nor woald you 
on the other hand permit one to escape an ac­ 
cusation who ought to be placed upon trial for 
crime. 
A Grand Jury, gentlemen, ia composed of 
not less than sixteen persons, nor more than 
twenty-three, and of the number which com­ 
pose your body and which cannot he less nor 
more than the numbers I have stated, twelve 
must concur m the finding of the bill. So that 
the theory of our law is that tweuty-four men 
shall concur in their judgm ent as to the guilt 
of a person before he can be punished for a 
crime. 
Twelve Grand Jurors must present 
him and when he is placed upon trial, twelve 
jurors must convict him, thus making twenty- 
four. 
You are, gentlemen, the accusers of crime; 
you are the watchmen who are placed by the 
law iu your present places to watch over the . 
interests of society; to see, on the one hand, 
that no man shall be oppressed by an improp­ 
er accusation, and to see on the other that no 
man, no matter who be may be, shall escape 
a presentation who deserves it. 
Aud there is 
no difference, gentlemen, in this respect be­ 
tween all classes of men. 
The person who 
occupies the loftiest and the most elevated po­ 
sition is amenablb to the law. 
The private 
citizen is equally amenable, no less nor no 
more so. The rich mast be held responsible 
if they offend, and the poor likewise. 
You 
are to be no respecter of persons, no respect­ 
er of place. 
All men are to stand before you 
upon one gieat and common level, and you 
are to judge of each case which comes before 
you, not because the man is this or that, but 
because of the nature and the strength of the 
evidence which is brought before you asking 
that be be indicted. 
The oath, gentlemen, which you have taken, 
is, perhaps, the very best charge which a 
court could ordinarily make to a Grand Jury. 
It is a most beautiful and comprehensive sum­ 
mary of all your duty; a summary to which 
nothing can be added, and from which noth­ 
ing can be taken. 
That oath requires you to 
“diligently inquire and true presentment make 
of all such matters as shall bo given you iu 
charge.” You are not tobe satisfied only to 
pass upon those actions in regard to which 
complaint is made before you, but you are, in 
the language of your oaths, diligently to in­ 
quire and true presentment make. 
You come 
(rom different portions of the county that you 
may know what has transpired in your locali­ 
ties; that if yoq have heard of any crime hav­ 
ing been committed against the law, yon are 
to inquire, and inquire diligently, in regard to 
the alleged oflense. 
And your duty as jurors 
is uot discharged, nor is your oath complied 
with, if, having heard of a crime in your 
midst, you fail diligently to inquire and true 
presentment make in regard to U. 
All crime* 
are committed to your care, from the lowest 
up to the highest; all crimes committed with­ 
in the body of the county, or within fire hun­ 
dred yards of the eounty line. 
And yeu are 
to do ibis duty diligently and fearlessly; you 
aro, in the language of your oaths, to “pre­ 
sent no person from envy, haired or malice, 
and you are to leave no person unpresented 
from fear, favor, affection, reward or the hope 
thereof; but you are to present all things truly 
according to the best of your understanding.” 
This is the high and solemn duty which de­ 
volves upon you, aud for the faithful dis­ 
charge of which you have just taken this pub­ 
lic oath. 
The law requires the court, gentle­ 
men, to charge you specially upon twe or 
three matters, of which I shall now proceed to 
speak. 
You are not, in the first place, to disclose 
the finding of a bill of indictment against a 
person for a felony who is net in custody, un­ 
til that person shall be in eustody. 
The ob­ 
ject of this, of course, is that the person shall 
uot be informed of bis indictment, and there­ 
fore escape. 
You are to keep your owu counsel in regard 
what transpires in the Grand Jury room, 
our are not to diselose how you voted, or 
w any member of your body voted upon the 
ding of any bill. 
The design of this is that 
u shall act with perfect fearlessness, aud 
t no person hereafter can accuse yeu of 
iug been instrumental either in procuring 
dictment, or iu preventing an indictment 
■tJSíüg found. 
The law requires that your proceedings shall 
be secret; open only to the All-seeiug Eye, 
and known only to Him and to yourselves. 
While the District Attorney can be present 
with you in taking evidence; while he is your 
legal adviser; while he may examine witness­ 
es before you, yet he nor auy other person 
than members of your body can be present 
when a vote is taken upon the finding of a 
bill of indictment. 
You should then be alone, 
and, having duly and carefully weighed the 
evidence, you are then to decide, and unless 
the evidence be sufficient to warrant you, if 
you were upon a petit jury, iu finding him 
gdilty, you are not to present it. 
It is only 
when the evidence would be sufficient to au­ 
thorize you, sitting as petit jurors, to fiud a 
diet of guilty can you present a bill. 
You hear evidence only on one side, and 
u are not, therefore, lightly to present any 
rson; for it is, after all, something of a blot 
on ft parson’* character when a Grand Ju- 
resent him, and therefore yoa will be 
caffcful to see that the evidence fully warrants 
the\ccusation before you find the bill, 
haveaaid you heard evidence only on oue 
side; this does not prevent you from making 
further inquiries, or send for other witnesses 
in case you are not satisfied with the evidence 
of the witnesses produced before you. 
On 
the contrary if you think only a partial state­ 
ment of the case has been made by the wit­ 
nesses produced; if you believe auytbing has 
been kept back which would make the ease 
more clear; if it be not sufficiently elear, or 
if there be anything kept back which would 
excuse and show that the person is not really 
guilty of the offense; In that ease you shoald 
■end for those witnesses, because your oath 
requires that you should diligently inquire and 
true presentment make. 
Diligence of course 
means the reverse of carelessness; you are to 
do it thoroughly, searchingly, and you are to 
find truthfully, and according to the evidence. 
There are a number of crimee, gentlemen, 
which are no more grave than other oflenses, 
perhaps, and yet in regard to which we are 
specially required to charge you. 
You are to see whether there have beeu 
any crimes committed against the usury laws; 
that is, the law which forbids and makes un­ 
lawful the taking of more than seven per 
cent, interest upon the loan of money. 
Now, 
in regard to this law, I understand there is a 
great difference in public seutiment; some 
persons think thftt this law should be re­ 
pealed, while others think it should be main­ 
tained as it is. 
With this question or ques­ 
tions, gentlemen, you have nothing to do. 
There stands the law for your government 


and for your guidance. 
It says and declares 
that the taking of more than scveu per cent, 
for the loan of money is unlawful and a crime; 
no matter by what disguise it may be covered 
up; no matter how they may have endeavored 
to throw the veil of secrecy over the transac­ 
tion. 
If, by any device, or by any artifice, a 
person lias taken more than seven per cent, 
for the use of money, that person is a crimi­ 
nal and should be indicted by a Grand Jury, 
and should be tried, and if found guilty, 
shoald be punished, and punished exactly as 
the law directs. 
Now, gentlemen, I have 
known this charge to be oftentimes repeated; 
it has perhaps been repeated so often that it 
falls upon careless and upon dull ears. 
I say 
upon careless and upon dull ears, because as 
often as I have heard this charge made, during 
my long practice, I never have known an in­ 
dictment found. 
How is this, gentlemen ? Is 
it not true that more than seven per cent, in­ 
terest is continually and constantly taken ? 
Is it not true that men are continually, by 
various devices and under various pretences, 
breaking this law and offending against this 
statute? - If you know of any occasion of this 
kind, or if any occasions of this kind are 
broaght to your attention and your notice, 
you are, iu the words of your oath, diligently 
to Inquire in regard to it, and true present­ 
ment make. The frequency with which this 
crime is committed and the apparent immu­ 
nity from punishment of persons who have 
committed this crime is no protection to the 
offense. 
Do your duty as men and as jurors, 
and see that it be broken up from our midst 
it it be practiced. 
I am required specially to charge you iu re­ 
gard to the taking of illegal fees by public 
officers. 
The law provides compensation for 
public officers, apd no officer has a right to 
take more than the amount which the law 
fixes for the compensation, and the taking of 
any more is a crime; a crime against the law ; 
a erime which we are required to charge you 
specially concerning, and it is your duty to 
examine and to present if that crime be com­ 
mitted. 
So also in regard to lotteries. It is unlaw­ 
ful to conducta lottery; it is unlawful to dis­ 
pose of articles by lottery, it is unlawful to 
advertise lottery tickets for sale. 
With the 
jjolicy of this law w* have nothing to do. 
It 
Is enough to know that when the law was 
passed th* practice of dealing in lottery tickets 
was a great evil. 
It was tempting men away 
from their legitimate occupations, and entic­ 
ing them to invest their money iu something 
that was a phantom and a delusion. 
If you 
fiud that this crime has been committed, you 
are to present that person or persons by in­ 
dictment that they may be put upon trial and 
punished, if guilty. 
So,,too, we are specially required to charge 
you in regard to the excise.law, which is the 
law regulating the sale and the vending of 
intoxicating drinks. 
I am aware that with 
regard to this law, as in regard to the usury 
law, there is a great differeace of opinion 
among the people. 
There are some who think 
that there should be no license, and no re­ 
striction upon the sale of ardent spirits or in­ 
toxicating driuks. 
It is enough for us,as jur­ 
ors and courts, to know that wo have a law 
upon this question; a law to govern our con­ 
duct, and a law to govern the conduct of all 
men and all persons. 
You are to indict any 
person who sells liquor without having a li­ 
cense in conformity with the law. 
It is the 
policy of the law that th# traffic in intoxica­ 
ting drinks should be restrained at least, if it 
be not entirely abolished, end you are to fear­ 
lessly present any person who sells liquor 
without having a license for its sale, duly 
granted by the proper authorities. 
Now, in­ 
stances of this kind are very seldom brought 
to the attention of the court,but yet we know, 
as men, that the law is continually being bro­ 
ken with almost entire impunity; that intoxi­ 
cating drinks are sold by persons who have uo 
right to sell or vend them. 
It ia an injustice 
towards those persona who have paid for their 
licenses to sell it, and this community has an 
interest in repressing, at least, the extent of 
the sale of intoxicating driaks. 
And so with 
those persons who have licenses: there is very 
much of restraint thrown around them, so 
that if the law was enforced in all its stern­ 
ness, and in all the breadth and scone of its re­ 
quirements, many of the evils of this traffic 
would be repressed, if not entirely done away. 
The law forbids the sale of intoxicating drinks 
to minors. 
Is that law broken ? You have 
but to enter the most of our places where 
liquor is sold and you will see that it is. 
The 
law forbids the sale of liquor to drunkards. 
Is it done ? if it is done, gentlemen, to your 
knowledge or to your information, and you 
fail diligently to inquire and true presentment 
make in regard to it, you have failed in the 
discharge of your duly; you have broken the 
solemn oath you hare taken. 
The law says that no intoxicating drinks 
shall be sold on Sunday. 
Is that requirement 
of the statute observed ? 
You know as well 
as I whether it is or not. 
Are those offenses 
against the peace and sanctity of the Holy 
Day brought to justice? 
If they are not, it is 
the fault of grand juries aud all men who,like 
yourselves, have sworn . diligently to inquire 
and true presentment make in regard to it. 
I 
have been thus clear and explicit upon this, 
jentlemen, as upon all the other branches of 
your duty, that the responsibility may rest 
with you.' This is a law upou our statute 
hooks, made for a wholesome and a wise pur­ 
pose, and whether it has accomplished or has 
failed to accomplish its purpose, is none of our 
coeeern. 
It is enough to kuow that it stand* 
uDrepealed upon our books, and you are there­ 
for# required to observe Its requirements, and 
to see to it that that law shall not be broken 
with impunity and the render of intoxicating 
drinks centrary to that law shall not escape 
the punishment which the law marks out, and 
which, permit me to add, the best interests of 
society require. 
Again, gentlemen, we are specially required 
to charge you in regard to the law which pro­ 
hibit! the circulation of obscene literature. It 
is unlawful to sell or to advertise for sal* any 
obscene book or picture, or any means to 
prevent eonceptiou or to produee abortion.— 
Now, gentlemen, this is a salutary statute, 
passed for a wise purpose, th# wisdom of 
which, if w# reflect oue moment, wre cannot 
fail to see. 
We wish that the virtues of the 
community may be preserved; that passion 
shall not be fostered aud encouraged by this 
pandering to it, and you will seo, gentlemen, 
that if tins law has been broken within the 
body of this county that that person shall be 
indicted. 
There is one other important law to which I 
wish to call .your attention, and that is the 
law to preserve the purity of the elective fran­ 
chise. 
It is unlawful for a person to deceive 
auother in regard to his vote; it is unlawful 
for a person to buy another’s vote; it i3 un­ 
lawful for a person to menace auother for the 
purpose of compelling his vote; it is unlawful 
to provide money to entertain persons in order 
that their votes may be procured; it is un­ 
lawful to furnish money even to bring voter# 
to the polls, except the sick, the poor and the 
infirm; and the only lawful purpose for which 
money can be expended in elections is for con­ 
veyances to carry the sick, poor and infirm to 
the polls, and for advertisements and for 
printing tickets. 
All other uses of money for 
the purpose of influencing elections, or the re- 
Bult thereof, are forbidden—strictly, sternly 
and rigidly forbidden; yet, gentlemen, how 
many offenders under this statute hare been 
brought to justice ? 
In ordinary life we rec­ 
ognize this as a great and a crying evil. 
We 
talk about the beauties of self-government 
and tbe great and the important right of cast 
ing a vote, and yet how often is the result 
produced, uot by the intelligence and the con 
science of the voters, but by the improper use 
of unlawful means. 
Can republican govern­ 
ment survive if this continues Í Can we have 
the right man in the right place so long as 
wealth and power can purchase office? Gen­ 
tlemen, the remedy i3 with you. 
While the 
law forbids, its forbidding is of no force nor 
life unless a Grand Jury see to it that this of­ 
fense is brought to justice. 
Its penalties may 
be never so severe; its sanctions may be nev­ 
er so selemn, they are all abortive so long as 
Grand Jurors disregard their duties and oaths 
and fail to bring the offender to justice. 
I have thus, gentlemen, hastily glanced 
over your duties. 
I trust that you feel their 
importance. 
I trust that you will approach 
your duties with a determination that you will 
fearlessly, honestly, and conscientiously, a* iu 
the sight of God, do them and discharge 
tkem. 
After calling the calendar and hearing 
few motions the Court adjourned until evenin'»-, 
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A B u rglary lit The fctraml. 
Sometime during Sunday night the dry 
goods and furnishing store of Jam es Kerlsy 
in the Hasbrouck block on The Strand, on 
wbat was formerly the west side of Gardon 
street, was entered by burglars and goods, 
consisting principally of shawls, alpacas, kid 
gloves and jewelry, to the amount of about 
one thousand dollars carried ofl by the rob­ 
bers. 
The entrance to tbe store was effected 
through tbe rear door, a hple haling been cut 
through an upper and lower panel of the door 
sufficiently large to admit a man’s arm. 
Across this door, ou the inside, an iron bar 
was fastened by a staple in one end and a 
bolt in the other, and when the exact position 
of the bolt was ascertained by the insertion 
of an arm through the bole in the upper panel 
of the door, a hole was bored through the 
wood work alongside the bolt, when it was 
easily backed out; then tbe lock was forced 
and the store was all before the nocturnal and 
burglarious scoundrels and what td choose 
the only question. 
Without a doubt the robbers had been in 
tbe store during the day time and learned the 
whereabouts of the most valuable goods, for, 
with the exception of what was taken, goods 
on the shelves were undisturbed. 
The thieves lert the store by the way in 
which they entered, carefully closing the door 
behind them, and the first intimation of the 
robbery was given when the store was open­ 
ed at tbe usual hour on Monday morning. 
Telegrams were sent to New York and vari­ 
ous places along the'river, giving an account 
of the robbery and offering a reward of $100 
for the apprehension of the perpetrators. 
No 
clue was gained as to the thieves until Mr. 
W. H. McElroy of the Rhinecliff Hotel, hap­ 
pened to come to this city to do his market­ 
ing, hearing of the burglary remarked that he 
had noticed two strangers about his hotel 
who were evidently waiting the arrival of a 
train. 
His attention was drawn to the two 
men by the faet of their acting in a singular 
manner. 
It was not noticed by Mr. McElroy 
whether the men embarked on the up or down 
train, but telegrams were immediately sent 
both to up and down river towns giving what 
little information concerning them could be 
obtained. 
Large numbers of persons visited the sceae 
of the burglary and it was the general im­ 
pression the work wa3 that of professional 
cracksmen. 
There must have been at least 
two persons engaged in the job, as one could 
hot have carried oft “ the swag.” 
There is a night watcbmau—Ryan— em­ 
ployed by the merchant whose store was lob­ 
bed, with others on the same street, but who 
ever knew of a night watchman iu this city 
arresting any one but some poor wretch who 
was helplessly drunk and had no friends ? 
Then a burglar who knows his business 
wouldn’t fiud much difficulty iu eludiug the 
vigilauce of our night watch, a3 was demon- 
etrated by a watchman named Boyd, who is 
employed about where the affair took place, 
going into Kerley’s store on Monday morning 
and informing him that about 2 o’clock that 
morning he saw two men come out of Jansen 
Hasbrouck’s gate and go down Garden street, 
but he didn’t have anythiug to say to them. 
Now that is exactly where the burglars are 
upposed to have gone in to get to the rear 
door of Kerley’s store, and after attending to 
their little-job it is where they would natural­ 
ly seek to gain the street, as the grounds are 
everywhere else surrounded by a high fence or 
buildings. 
Nothing further lias boon learned regard- 
g the affair. 


W hy the Ferry-boat tloii’l W ait for 
Tfaat Fast Train. 
Iu reply to Tho Freeman’s inquiry ou Mon­ 
day as to the reasou why the ferry-boat Lark 
don’t wait for the fast train up, Captain B. 
Wells says, “ That fast train is due at Rbino- 
clifl at 6:35 p m. on Saturdays only, and when 
train is late I always ask the telegraph ope­ 
rator how much it is late and if I can wait its 
rrlval and connect with the next train. 
If 
possible, I always endeavor to make both con- 
aections. 
Ou Saturday evening last I asked 
the operator how' much behind time was the 
up train, and was informed fifteen minute?. 
That would bring the train at Rhinecliff at 
:50; at least fire minutes more would be 
consumed in getting the passengers and bag­ 
gage on board, and as a strong west wind was 
blowing, from three to five minutes would lie 
required to work the boat out the slip and fif­ 
teen minutes to make the run to this city, 
bringing tho time 7:13. 
Five minutes to em­ 
bark passengers and baggage before we could 
start on the return for the 7:28 up train, leav­ 
ing but ten minutes to make the passage.” 
The self-evident fact i3 that the ferry has 
grown too large for the Lark to do the work 
and a larger and faster boat is needed; one 
that can make more trips aud carry more ve­ 
hicles, and with sufficient power to require no 
assistance from the Norwich in fighting ice iu 
the winter. 
Perhaps iu the good jtime com­ 
ing the toll-gate will be abolished, and the 
ferry communication 
with 
Rhinecliff" and 
Sleightburgh will be made to conform to the 
increased demands of the traveling pu blic.

The New York Tribune in its issue of Mon­ 
day in giving the third article ou the National 
Academy exhibition, thus speaks of a Ron- 
douter: “ Mr. Jervis McEntee has given us 
only one large picture this year, the “Cape 
Ann” of the South Room; but the “ Dean’s 
River,” of the West Room, though small in 
size, is full of those qualities that lias given 
this artist a place apart. 
His “Capo Ann” is 
an effort in a direction in which he has not 
often tried his strength; and though there ¡3 
light and air and space in it, we come back to 
this bit of woodland water, this carpet of 
fallen leaves, and the distant mountain whose 
blue only McEntee among our artists aeem3 
too feel, with a heme-felt pleasure that the 
ocean prospect cannot give.

We have not among U3 a more geuuino artist 
than he, one who is moro devoted to his work 
in retiring earnestness; and though his pic­ 
tures have been reproached with monotony of 
subject, this is in truth one of his praises that 
he has had force to respect his owu limita­ 
tions, and to do with his might what his hand 
found to do. 
Mr. McEntee has painted many 
pictures that cannot be surpassed for truth to 
the character of the American scenery with 
which they deal, and for a poetic beauty in 
form, a poetic feeling in treatment, that make 
them appeal to something higher than any 
love of place, to the love of nature that is uni­ 
versal.”

—At the Prattsville District Conference, 
held in Roxbury, Rev. Mr. Burger of Pratts­ 
ville offered a resolution to the effect that tho 
frequent calls for money at camp meetings 
were injurious to the object of the meetings, 
and proposed that ministers attending camp 
meeting should bear their own expenses. This 
did not appear to meet with the favor of but 
few ministers, as it was voted down. 
—Tbe charter election in Delhi, on the 1st 
inst., resulted in an overwhelming majority 
for the anti-license ticket.

The result is mo3t gratifying, as Del­ 
hi has hitherto been a strong license town. 
—Died,on the 5th of April, 1874, Peter Hen­ 
ry, one of the oldest, if not the oldest person 
in the town of Red Hook, perhaps in the 
country. 
lie was born in 1772, and was con­ 
sequently one hundred and two years old. He 
had long been one of the old land-marks in 
Tivoli and vicinity, retaining his faculties al­ 
most unimpaired until within a few days of 
his death. 
He was ef French and negro ex­ 
traction, and although ranking with colored 
men, always carried with him that air of gen­ 
tlemanly respectability which made him a 
man of mark wherever he went. 
It may be 
iuterestiug to those looking up statistics of 
centeuuariaus.to learn that he was of medium 
height, of spare habit of body; was as straight 
a3 an arrow to the last; was never troubled 
with sickness of any kind, aud literally died 
of old ago .— Poughkeepsie Eagle.
